Alekseevich Egorov (Federation de Russie). 

Le Gouvernement de la Federation de Russie a nomme M. Bakhtiyar 
Tuzmukhamedov pour remplacer le juge Egorov. Vous trouverez ci-joint le 
curriculum vitae de M. Bakhtiyar Tuzmukhamedov (voir annexe)*. 

M. Tuzmukhamedov me semble reunir les conditions indiquees a Particle 12 
du Statut du Tribunal international.
